WAS IT A MIRAGE? 


What Wan Thought to be the 


Wreck of the Chieora 


SEEN BY THOUSANDS OF CHICAGOANS 


'DECATUR. H 


With Moving People on the Deck- 


Tugs Sent to the Rescue Found 


Nothing but a Plank Cov- 


ered with Seagulls. 


CHICAGO, Feb. C —Great excitemen 


prevailed for hours this afternoon and 
evening arnonpr the people along lhi_ 
Illinois shore of Lake Michigan from 
South Chicago to Whiting, Ind., on 
account of a general circulation of the 
report that the hull of the steamer 
Chieora was floating' outside the ice 
fields between these ports, and thai 
the forms of human being's could be 
discerned moving on the hull. The 
search so far conducted, while it has 
not led to the discovery of anything i 
the shape of wreckage or rafts with 
living persons on board, has not been 
productive on account of darkness. 


The report was believed by the 


th-aiium & Morton Transportation Co. 
officials, who made arrangements to 
briiiff the friends of the Chicora's crew 
from IJenton Harbor to this city by 
special train, but when the tugs re- 
turned without finclinpf anything en- 
couraging the order for the train VIMS 
countermanded. 


The hope of seeing loved ones, which 


iiad died in the breasts of the rela- 
tives was 
born again, only to be 


crushed by the news of the tugs' fruit- 
iess.trip. 


Old lake men who have studied the 
hicya disaster place no credence in 


the positive statements of reliable per- 
sons that they baw the hull of the 
iteainer and human beings moving on 
.t, for the simple reason that since the 
ill-fated vessel left Milwaukee two 
weeks ago to-day, for Benton IJarbor, 
with

aboard,

wevailed. They would blow any part 
of the Chieora toward the Michigan 
shore, where the wreckage has been 
iound, and it is not possible, in. their 
opinion, for the hull of the vessel to 
have drifted toward the western shore. 


However, the tugs Protection and 


Calumet, which were sent from this 
city to Whiting to verify the reports, 
will resume the search this morning. 
The crews on the tugs say they spied 
n the gathering ploom which ob-

which looked like the hull of a 
vessel or a raft and that on their trip 
'rom Chicago they encountered hum- 
mocks of snow-laden with ice with nu- 
merous gulls thereon, which might 
easily have been mistaken for part of 
a vessel occupied by human beings by 
,he hundreds of excited persons who 
ined the lake shore. 


The object which gave birth to the 


most intense excitement and cherished 
lope in three states was first spied off 
south Chicago at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning. It appeared to be ten feet 
ligh and 150 feet long, and it was ly- 
ng between large ice floes. It was 
loating south. The police were first 
nformed, aud they called on the life- 
saving crew to get out the boat from 
Fackson park. An attempt to reach 
;he supposed wreck in the lifeboat was 
'rustrnted by the pack ice which was 
vedged ngtunst the shore for miles. 


The fire boat Chicago made a similar 


effort, but had to abandon it after 
ighting the ice for an hour. 


At 1 o'clock the tugs Protection and 


Jalumet were ordered from the Chicago 
river «x> make the trip to Whiting1. 
Hie C.Um&ct remained at South Chi- 
cago, «nile the Protection crunched 
;he ic,. lor several miles beyond Whit- 
ng, which is twenty mil* south of 
this city. 


At 9 o'clock the Protection returned 


and the captain reported that the only 
raugible thing that had been sighted 
vas a plank covered with gulls and 
ducks. The coal supply of the tug 
was not sufficient to continue 
the 


iearch and its compass got out of or- 
der so that it had to whistle for help 
'rom the Caulmet, or the search would 
lave been continued in the aark for a 
ittle longer. 


The most remarkable thing in con- 


nection with the alleged "discovery is 
that scores of marine men with glasses, 
and other people equally reliable un- 
der ordinary conditions, declare posi- 
ively that they could see men moving 
on a raft' or a vessel's hull. The ob- 
ect was also seen by the people of 
lammond, Ind., which is several miles 
south of Whiting.

notes outstanding. As long as any 
considerable amount of them remains 
m existence, it is pointed out that the 
gold in the treasury can be drawn out 
in exchange for them and present con- 
ditions be practically unchanged. 


President Cleveland is understood to 


greatly desire the passage of a bill di- 
recting the speedy retirement of these 
notes, as affording the best and safest 
method of dealing with the situation

The distance from here to 
Tampa is 360 miles, fare sixteen dollars, 
or thirty dollars for the round trip.

WAS A COLD JANUAHY. 


The Mean Temperature of Last 


Month Was 21% Degrees. 


January, 1895, was an extremely cold 


month. 
There have baen but thre» 


colder January's within ten yuan* Tha 
mean temperature was 21.5 degrees, 
against an average of 29 4 degrees th« 
past 15 years. The warmest January a» 
far as the record goes in the weather 
bureau was in 1893, when the mean 
temperature was 43.7 degress— the cold- 
est was in 1893, when the mean tempera- 
ture was 16.8 degrees. The highest tem- 
perature was CO degrees on January 18 — 
the lowest 10 degress below zero on Jan. 
12. The greatest daily range was 31 de- 
grees on the 14th, a fall of from 57 de- 
gress above to 4 degress below z.ero. 
There were nine days on which 1.100 or 
more of an inch of rain or melted snow 
fell, with a total precipitation of 1.12 
inches during 15 years past There wer« 
12 clear, 8 partly cloudy and 11 cloudy 
days.

THE REMAIfilBGDAYS OF THE SESSION 


to be Crowded with Striking ID 


cident* and Exciting Debates— An 


Extra Session of the Fifty. 


Fourth Congress Probable. 


W/8HWOTOH, Feb. 4.— The 
fifty- 


third congress enters to day upon the 
last four weeks of its session. In both 
•enate and house the few working 
days now remaining before final ad- 
journment are likely to be crowded 
with striking incidents and excit- 
ing debate, on 
topics, 
any one 


of which 
may produce 
a delay 


and compel the calling of the fifty- 
fourth 
congress iu extra session. 


Earn* st efforts are being made by the 
•dmiuUtration leaders to avoid this 
contingency. The situation, however, 
is rendered much less favorable than 
it was at the beginning of the session. 
by tho fact that the democrat* have 
practically lost control of the senate 
and are so divided <sa financial issua 
in the house as to be practically in a 
minor, ty in that chamber upon many 
of tha leading questions at Issue. 


The senate will to-day, by agree- 


ment, take a vote on the district of Co- 
lombia appropriation bill— a perfectly 
inoffensive measure of local adminis- 
tration, which in previous years has 
usually been passed as rapidly as it 
could !» read, but which this year has 
occupied the attention of the senate 
for thrae days, notwithstanding indig- 
nant denials that any diliatory tactics 
were contemplated on this measure. 


MuoK more important than tlie vote 


on this bill will be the debate which 
will be sprung in the morning hour on 
themolion of Senator McPherson of 
New Jersey, to discharge the finance 
committee from the further considera- 
tion of the bill introduced by Mr 
Sherman for the relief of the treasury 
This will undoubtedly precipitate an- 
other financial discussion.

Pherson will speak to the resolution 
himself and Mr. Peffcr has a prepared 
speech on the general subject which 
he has been anxious to deliver for sev- 
eral days. The discussion will prob- 
ably run through the morning hour 
lor several days. 


When the diplomatic and consular
